¢ A look at use of inciusive language. 

e A discussion of substance abuse. 

A theme program on Black History is 
scheduled for early February, 1986. 

“Catch the Spirit” will be seen nation- 
wide on four cable networks: (1) CBN 
Cable Network (Saturdays, 7:30 a.m., 
Eastern Time); (2) Alternate View Net- 
work (Sundays, 10 a.m., Eastern Time); 
(3) ACTS (Sundays at 8 a,m, and 9:30 
p.m.; Mondays at 2 a.m., Eastern Time); 
(4) Black Entertainment Television (Sun- 
days, 2 p.m., Eastern Time).
